The total 
number of towns is 192 and their population is 23,769 thou- 
sands. Thus 84% of the total number of towns representing 
88% of the total population is covered. The numbers of births 


and deaths reoorded in these towns wore 14,478 and 8,085 
representing birth and death rates of 35-8 and 20-0 per 
thousand of population respectively. The table at the end 
gives the position by provinces. 

No town recorded a high death i ate of 50 or over per 
thousand of population. 

(B) Unions and States . — The data here relate to 26 towns 
with an estimated population of 2,901 thousands. The total 
numbt r of towns is 32 and thoir population is 3,550 thou- 
sands. TIiub 81% of the total numbor of towns representing 
82% of tho total population iB coverod. The numbers of 
births and deaths were 1,875 and 859 representing birth 
and death rates ot 33-6 and 16 4 per thousand of popu- 
lation respectively. No town recorded a high death rate of 60 
or over per thousand of population.
